Mr. 
Johnson died Wednesday morning. His 
death was due to ,*t cerebral hemor­ 
rhage which caused paralysis 
brain and spinal column. 
Thus passes another cattle 
and one of the most widely 
men of West Texas. 
While Mr. Jo hn ­ 
son luiil long been a picturesque fi­ 
gure in San Angelo, in* shunned pub­ 
licity and let his deeds s|M*nk for him. 
Mr. Johnson belonged 
to the Old 
South, for he was born in Tennessee 
<m a plantation of broad acre*. 
1m- 
pnven.sheil hy tlie ravages of the Civil 
war. in* (Ьч*1(Ьч1 to “go west and grow 
up With the country,” and from then 
his lift* reads like fiction. 
Stopping first in 
Brownwood 
he 
hunted buffalo on tin* Pecan Bayou. 
Soon he drifted to San Angelo 
then 
a frontier trading post 
and had he 
lived a few days longer would have 
rounded out a half century of work 
and service in Toni Green county. 
He was m arried September 14. 1s74. 
to Miss Lon Flizabeth 
Holmsley 
of 
Comanche, daughter of another 
pio­ 
neer cattle baron. 
Mr. 
Johnson, who was one of the 
wealth leaf 
men in Tom Green county, 
iiad always kept 
Iiis interests 
and 
holdings in that county. 
And had lit 1» 
ored with much unselfish service for 
tin* development and progress of San 
Angelo. 
He was sheriff and tax col­ 
lector for 
five terms 
beginning 
in 
1884. 
He 
was sheriff 
during Gover­ 
nor Hogg’s adm inistration 
and 
tlie 
Governor once publicly complimented 
Mr. Johnson for not being 
“loaded 
down with shooting Irons.” 
Mr. Jo h n ­ 
son’s largest public service was serving 
on the livestock sanitary commission, 
to which he was appointed by Gover­ 
nor Colquitt. 
His energetic adm inis­ 
tration of ids duties eontributtsl large­ 
ly to tin* eradication of ticks from c a t­ 
tle and scab from aiieep. 
He aided, 
{M-rsonally and by private 
contribu­ 
tions, in the passage of the present 
tick and »cab law. 
lie was for twelve years the presi­ 
dent of tin* W estern National Bank 
of San Angelo. 
In 19Ш this bank was 
merged with tin* 
Central 
National 
Bank and Johnson became vice pres 
! blent of this, tin* largest hunk between 
Fort W orth and FI Paso, 
where 
In* 
i loaned money to millionaires, farm ers 
| and poor Mexican la I юг era. 
He leaves 
a city full of friends to m ourn his I***-*, 
| his widow, one son. John Willis Jo h n ­ 
son. Jr.. two daughters. Mrs. 
J. 
M 
’Gordon of Bryan and Mrs. Vosberg 
Hall of San Angelo, and one brother, 
('lint Johnson, of San Angelo. 
The passing of such a man excites 
statewide interest and many old cat­

Bits of History 
From Texas Paper 
Of 82 Years Ago 


(Austin Statesm an) 
How 
many 
iM*«*p!<* 
filtering 
the 
Texas capitol have stopped to realize 
With pride, the grand eon r and great* 
ness of that immense edifice, said to 
be the seventh largest building in the 
World and the largest state eapitol in 
United States, swond only to the 
the 
Washing* 
national eapitol huilding at 
ton? 
Few have perhaps stopix-d long en­ 
ough to harken hnek to the time when 
the present eapitol building had n<»r 
been built and eompare the present 
building with the modest little frame 
building that u;is used by President 
Mirabeau B. L am ar in the days ol the 
Texas republic back in 1839. 
While tiovertior Neff and his offi­ 
cer* occupy beautiful offices in this 
building of granite, Mirabeau It, I,a 
m ar and his officers had to content 
themselves with 
a 
one-story 
frame 
dwelling, where the offices were only 
40 f«x-t square. 
To give the readers of the Austin 
Statesman an idea of what the first 
capitol huilding erected in the days ot 
the Texas Republic looked like, the 
following descriptive story 
reprinted 
from the Texas Emigrant appeared in 
the National Intelligencer of Aug, 1, 
1830, published at Houston. The paper 
w as loaned to the Austin Statesman 
by Prof. William Ellers of tin* state 
departm ent of education.

usual sort of celebration will the ab­ 
sence of carnivals and their attendant 
concessions. 
The people o f the Pan­ 
ther City have determined that they 
win contribute their funds direct fof 
tin* payment of the expenses of the 
Jubilee, and will not seek to get the 
necessary 
money through 
•entertain­ 
ment attractions.* 
Fort Worth is to 
he congratulated by the remainder of 
the state. 
“ It is one of the mysteries of the 
ago that i»eople love to throw away 
their money on carnival shows, and 
that reputable organisations are w ill­ 
ing to sponsor such attractions in con­ 
sideration of a small i>ercentnge 
of 
their receipts. 
If there were no vice j 
or suggestion of vice with the average 
carnival company, then* still would be 
a lack of justification for its existence 
as an 
amusement 
enterprise. 
But 
there is alw ays \ ice in some degree, 
either within the carnival organiza­ 
tion or accompanying it. and com m u­ 
nities in which carnivals operate su f­ 
fer both morally and financially. 
“Organizations which sponsor carni­ 
vals usually attempt to justify 
their 
action by pointing out
